Notwithstanding this apparent viola- 
tion of the ordinance, the matter 
would probably never have found_its 
way into the Police Court, but for 
growing out of the electric line- 
men’s strike, the strikers having 
seized the opportunity to strike a blow 
at the Edison Company in order to crip- 
ple ite business and curtail its capacity 
for supplying power and light. 

It is alleged that the Edison Com- 
pany. which is most affected by the 
strike of the linemen, entered into an 
arrangement with the Los Angeles 
Rallway Company by which the latter 
company was to supply it with power 
to make up its short due to the 
strike. The wire which is the cause of 
the present trouble was erected in or- 
der to connect the two systems and 
make an interchange of power possible. 
As soon as the strikers heard of this 
arrangement they complained to City 
Electrician Francis, who investigated 
and had the work stopped until he 
should receive absolute assurance that 
the line was intended to transmit 
power from the Edisor Company for 
the propulsion of the railway com- 
pany s cars, and not vice versa, or 
unti] the City Attorney should render 
an Opinion on the question at issue. 
Subsequently, however, the connect- 
ing line was surreptitiously com- 
pleted, and the strikers claimed to 
have made tests by which they ascer- 
tained conclusively that the power 
transmitted over the !

[The Times, while holding the adverse 
view, publishes, in compliance with re- 
quests, the Vollowing reasons for eke 
empting churches from taxation.) 

The Legislature of the State of Cali- 
fornia, by a two-thirds vote, proposed 
to the people of California the follow- 
ing amendment to the Constitution of 
the State: 

(Adopted February 17, 1899.) 

“All buildings, and so much of the 
real property on which they are situ: 
ated as may be required for the con- 
venient use and occupation of said 
buildings, when the same are used 
solely and exclusively for religious wor- 
ship, shall be free from taxation; pro- 
vided, that no building so used which 
may be rented for religious purposes 
and rent received by the owner thereof, 
shall. be exempt from taxation.—[Stat- 
utes, section 16, page 447."

HE CHINESE SITUATION. 


A Washington dispatch states that 
outside of the questions of indemnity, 
punishments, etc., which are now un- 
der negotiations at Peking, there are 
“three vital and far-reaching questions 
to be determined,” and these are stated 
as follows: (1) The removal of the 
Empress Dowager personally and 
through the Influence of her advisers 
from all participation in the Chinese 
government. (2) The creation of an 
indemnity fund by the increase of 
China’s custome revenue, either by the 
payment of duties in gold, instead of 
in depreciated silver as at present, or 
else by dowbling the present silver 
duties from 5 to 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
(3) The establishment of a minister 
of foreign affairs in place of the old 
and cumbersome system of the Tsung 
Li Yamen. 

The demand for the retir>ment of 
the Empress Dowager is said to be due 
to the conviction that she, as the head 
of the imperial government, was chiefly 
responsible for the Boxer uprising. It 
is understood that there is no intention 
to visit upon her any personal punish- 
ment or indignity, . but merely to re- 
construct the government in such man- 
ner as to exclude her from power. As 
regards the proposed increase of du- 
ties, it is pointed out that the present 
rate of 6 per cent. was fixed when sil- 
ver was worth nearly double what it is 
worth today, end that, consequently, 
the Increase will in effect be merely a 
restoration of the duties to about the 
former rate. The substitution of a 
minister of fore affairs for the 
Tsung Li Yamen . tate diplo- 
matic intercourse and ly assist in 
the location of responsibility. 

A dispatch received in Paris from 
Peking says that Gen. Voyron, com-. 
mander-in-chief of the French troops 
in China, with the allles under his 
command, is purring the villages 
around Tien-Tsin and Peking. Many 
villages infested with Boxers have been 
destroyed and their inhabitants pun- 
ished. A French column sent to Tuen 
rescued the misstonaries there. An- 
other French column met with resist- 
ance at Sietchung. The enemy's losses 
were considerable. The village was 
burned. 

The dispatch above quoted from uso 
says that “as the result of inquiries 
made by the international commission 
under Gen. Bailloud (second in com- 
mand of the French troops in China,) 
the allies are convinced that the Grand 
Treasurer and Governor of Pao Ting 
Fu and a Chinese colonel were instru- 
mental in the murder of American and 
English missionaries, and they have 
been condemned to death and will be

\ SCHOOL, ‘TORY NEEDED. 
WHITTIER, Nov. 2.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] A proposition has been 
submitted to the State Board of Ex 
aminers whereby it is hoped the re- 
fectory of the Whittier State School 
may be rebuilt before the coming of 
the winter rains. The refectory build- 
ing was burned eighteen months ago 
and since then the victualing of the 
cadets has been accompilshed under 
dificuities. A considerable part of the 
building was of brick. The dining- 
room was destroyed and the commis- 
sary department was rendered prac- 
tically useless. Temporary repairs were 
made so that the kitchen and bakery 
could be used: The cadets have their 
dining tables in the basement of the 
main building, and the food has to 
be carried out of doors about 200 feet 
from the kitchen to the tables. Un- 
der ordinery conditions that ob- 
jectionable, but when it 16 raining the 
situation becomes wretched. The kit- 
chen is also inadequately protected. 
Once last winter the leaky roof admit- 
ted water fast enough to put out the 
range fire three times walle breakfast 
was being cooked.
